Mauy
persons called upon him for money to pay a
hotel bill or get back home, who, ‘\I;\imiug' Lo
have made his sacquaintance at such and sach
o place, were sous of warm frlenda of his, or
belooged to the Congregational Chuareh. Me.
lleecher stated that he bad made loans to in-
dividmale from all over the eonntry, putting
forth these and similar pleas. He had never
kvown his money Lo come baock except inone
inetance, and that was when he loaned 23 to a
poor negro womsn. He received abont #25,000
sunoally, and fully ope third of this snm was
given away to cbaritable objecis and ap-
plicants for mid. Mr. Bescher added, in the
conrsge of hisremarks, that he believed that the
great wajority of obaritable iostitntions ware
injurisus sod deleterions. Many of them were
started by nppriocipled individoals for monay
waking purposes, who pnt into their own
pockets the lion's share of the monsys contri-
buted for the aid of poor children or others
under tbeir care. Charitable institntions,
when started from honest motivea and hen.
estly conducted, were very apt o encournge
a spirit of dependence, sud to destroy the
wmanhood and epergy of those to whom they
rendered assistancs Tha reverend divioe
miude geveral other obzervations to the same
effect. Ope has to put his foot down hure,
unless he wonld have hLis extra chaoge con-
stantly drawn off by mendicant soguaint-
ances or friends in pecnniary tronble. It is
very often hard to torn away aun soqnaiot-
apce of long slanding, but an absolnes reso-
lation never to lend 18 abont tha only thiog
here in New York which will prevent a poor
man’s pocket-book from being in a constant
